‘The new school is on an ideal 
mite, with good soll, plenty of wa- 
ter, and the widest possible range 
for growing crops at various alti- 
tudes. Popenoe congratulated him- 
self on his find. "Later." he sid, 
7T learned I bad only rediscovered 
a prize ranch of the old Franciscan 
missionaries, who had farmed it for 
200 years.” 

He has laid out 3000 acres of 
sugar, coffee, robber, quinine, teak, 
mahogany. and exotic fruits such 
as papaya, guava itchi, mango, 
cherimoya, and durian, one of the 
most. delectable fruits in the world 
and also the most offensively odori- 
ferous.. 

Popenoe has a green thumb for 
boys as well as buds. The students 
come from almost every couptry in 
Central and South America— from 
villages, farma, cities, backwoods, 
lush constal lowlands, rugged 
mountain regions—« cross section. 
economically and socially. "Our 
boys are neither all rich mor all 
poor,” says Popenos, “but they are
